TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  & MEMBERS  OF  THE  COUNCIL j- 

The  routine  work  of  the  Sanitary  Authority  has  been  carried 
on  normally  during  the  year.  The  number  of  evacuees  remaining  in 
the  District  at  31st  December,  was  750. 

Apart  from  the  prevalence  of  measles  and  soarlet  fever,  (both 
of  a very  mild  type),  the  health  of  the  District  has  remained 
excellent.  No  cases  of  malnutrition  have  been  reported  to  me. 


The  immunisation  of  sohoolohildren  against  diphtheria  was 
effected  up  to  approximately  80 and  a fair  precentage  of  children 
under  school  age  have  also  received  treatment. 

All  statistical  records  of  the  year’s  work  are  being 
preserved  for  presentation  at  the  end  of  the  War. 


A brief  summary  of  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector’s  report 
is  appended.

There  is  nothing  of  special  importance  to  report  regarding 
the  Public  Health  Services  during  the  past- year. 

As  in  the  past, since  the  start  of  the  War,  the  Public  Health 
staff  has  to  a very  large  extent  been  engaged  on  Emergency  work  in 
the  District. 


Milk. The  taking  of  samples  of  milk  for  examination  has  been  carried 
out  as  far  ae  it  was  possible,  145  samples  being  taken  from  54 
producers.  One  licence  was  surende red  and  one  licence  suspended 
for  approximately  one  uonth, 

eat.  Two  prosecutions  were  taken  by  the  ..inistry  of  Food  against 
offenders  for  infringement  of  the  Defence  Regulations , your  Meat 
Inspector  being  a witness  in  each  case  for  the  oroaecution. 

One  prosecution  was  for  illegal  slaughtering,  and  one  for 
failing  to  colour  -neat  unfit  for  human  consumption.  In  each 
case  the  prosecution  was  successful.
